CONSTABLE 


The whole number of votes cast for the 
office of Constable was 6,849, of which 
5,025 votes were cast for Carl Morlock, 945 
votes were cast for Lee Dotson, 410 votes 
were cast for Pennell Moore, and 469 votes 
were cast for Clarence I. Warren. 


Carl Morlock and Lee Dotson having re- 
ceived the highest number of votes cast, 
on motion of Ald. Clark they were de- 
clared duly nominated.

SPECIAL PROPOSITION 
WATER SOFTENING PLANT 


The whole number of votes cast for the 
proposition, ‘‘Shall the Board of Water and 
Electric Light Commisisoners construct and 
install a Water Conditioner Plant which 
will include iron removal and softening, 
providing no bonds are issued and no taxes 
levied for this purpose, was 7,126, of which 
3,549 votes were cast in favor of the propo- 
sition, and 3,577 votes wer cast against 
the proposition.

The whole number of votes cast for the 
proposition, ‘‘Do you favor the purchase 
of the property located at the southwest 
corner of Shiawassee and Cedar Streets 
for the establishment of a public market,” 
was 13,288, of which 7,539 votes were cast 
in favor of the proposition and 5,749 votes 
were cast against the proposition.

CHARTER AMENDMENT 
POLICE AND FIRE DEPARTMENTS 
RETIREMENT FUND 


The whole number of votes cast for the 
proposition, ‘‘Shall the City Charter be 
amended by adding thereto a new chapter 
to stand and be known as Chapter 27, pro~ 
viding for the retirement and pensioning 
of members of the police and fire depart- 
ments and their dependents and the crea- 
tion of a Retirement Fund, was 13,491, of 
which 6,554 votes were cast in favor of 
the proposition, and 6,987 votes were cast 
against the proposition. 


Whereas, the larger number of votes 
having been cast against the proposition, 
on motion of Ald. Campbell, it was de- 
clared lost by the following vote:

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CHARTER AMENDMENT 
15-MILL TAX LIMITATION 


The whole number of votes cast for the 
proposition, “Shall the City Charter be 
amended so as to limit the total amount 
which can be raised by a general tax in 
any one year on real and personal prop- 
erty to 114% of the assessed valuation 
except taxes levied for “‘debt service,’’ was 
14,565, of which 3,873 votes were cast in 
favor of the proposition and 10,692 votes 
were cast against the proposition.

Reck, it was declared 
lost by the following vote:
